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Pinewood

They say the rules of the Cub Scout pinewood 
derby have changed over the last 65 years about as often 
as the U.S. Constitution - not very often. Actually, of the 
11 official rules of the Boy Scouts of America, eight of 
them date back to the very first pinewood derby. 

The first pinewood derby took place in 1953 
in Manhattan Beach, California. According to the BSA, 
Cubmaster of Pack 280C, Don Murphy, was the one who 
started the miniature car race as a way to foster the father- 
son connection and to provide an activity promoting 
craftsmanship and good sportsmanship. 

That tradition continued on Saturday, January 13, 
at Rochester Memorial School when Cub Scout Pack 30 
held its own annual pinewood derby. 

Rows of little handmade gravity-powered 
wooden cars, 30 in total, lined the table near the long 
metal track that started up on top of the cafetorium stage 
and slanted steeply down, beginning with a 30 degree 
angle until zero about 45 feet later. 

Four at a time, the cars raced each other down 
at speeds that surpassed 200 miles per hour, for what 
else would you expect from cars with names like ''Green 
Lightning" and "The Fireball"? 

Although each pack is allowed to set its own rules 
surrounding the specs of the cars, the BSA "Rules of the 
Box" that come inside each Grand Prix Pinewood Derby 
kit limit the width to 244 inches, the length to 7 inches, the 
width between wheels at 144 inches, and the weight to less 
than 5 ounces. The car has to have been made that year 
and not raced in previous years, and only official Cub 
Scout Grand Prix Pinewood Derby wheels and axels are 
permitted. 

"Each boy makes their own individualized car," 
said Assistant Cubmaster Brandon Empey whose two 
boys are Cub Scouts in Pack 30. In the days leading up to 
the derby and during the event itself, Empey said, "The 
cooperation along with the sense of competitiveness really 
comes out."

AT Vs Leave Muddy Mess at Washburn Park

The grounds at Washburn Park in Marion have 
seen better days. 

The recreational park where many come to play 
fetch with their dogs, attend horse shows, and play 
sports has been torn up by ATV tires that left a path 
of destruction in the form of long and deep tire ruts 
crisscrossing the fields and mounds of mud and sod that 
have been further exacerbated by the heavy rainfall and 
rapid snow melt. 

Charles R. Washburn Memorial Trust President 
Wayne Mattson, during a telephone interview, said on 
Friday that the problem began about a month ago when

tires ruts were first discovered at the lower field by the 
smaller horse ring. 

''And the next thing we know, people are going 
through with quads, and just basically turning anywhere 
they want, riding across the ground any place they felt 
like," said Mattson. 

When Mattson brought the incident to the 
attention of the Marion Police Department, he was told 
that the police were aware of the situation and had an 
idea of who the offending suspects were, "But that's all 
they could say," Mattson said. 

Now the grounds have been damaged even 
further when after the recent post-New Year's snowstorm, 
the grounds were torn up even more severely. 

"Sue, my wife, she went into tears when she 
saw it," said Mattson, who commented that the photos 
he shared on the Charles R. Washburn Memorial Trust 
Facebook page aren't even as upsetting as seeing it with 
one's own eyes. 

Some Facebook users commented that they had 
seen "older kids" riding dirt bikes and AT Vs at Washburn 
Park recently, with one suggesting the offenders must live 
nearby the park. 

Mattson suggested there are four offenders who 
are "rampaging" the park riding their all-terrain vehicles 
onto the property via the surrounding trails - but he is 
intent on catching them and, at the very least, deterring 
them from doing it again. 

The Sippican Lands Trust has had ongoing issues 
with ATVs on its properties as well, says Jim Bride, 
executive director of the SLT. 

ATV use on SLT land is prohibited. 

"It is an ongoing challenge to deal with ATV use 
on our properties," said Bride during a phone interview 
on Tuesday. Fie said the Town of Marion as well has had 
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some trouble with damage caused by ATVs. ''We work 
with the environmental police and the Marion Police to 
address the issues." 

Mattson said the trust has ordered signage and 
surveillance cameras to be installed at the park, paid for 
by the trust's already very limited budget that is funded 
only by donations and rental fees for car shows and horse 
shows. 

"This year, we've been trying to go for 
[Community Preservation Coalition] funds for more 
improvements, more fences," said Mattson, "then we 
have somebody come along and do this." 

Mattson said the Town of Marion has been 
gracious by allowing the Department of Public Works to 
mow the grass at Washburn Park, "But Tm not so sure 
they're going to be as gracious doing lawn repairs." 

With the limited funding that the nonprofit 
manages to raise, Mattson said, "We have better things to 
do with our money than to repair fields that irresponsible 
people keep ruining," such as utility bills plus liability 
insurance, just to name a few.

Mattson has been the trust's president for 
five years. The trust was formed back in 1955 with six 
founding members, but after some time interest in the 
trust dwindled, as did the work. The trust eventually 
reorganized and was granted official 501(c)(3) status as a 
nonprofit organization. 

"Our whole goal now is to put life back into 
[Washburn Park]," said Mattson.

Checking Out the Library's New Telescope

Attention, aspiring astronomers! Did you know 
that the Mattapoisett Free Public Library has a telescope 
you can 'check out' to 'check out' the night sky from your 
own backyard? 

Library Director Susan Pizzolato learned about 
the Adopt-a-Library telescope program, which provides 
compact yet powerful Orion telescopes to libraries 
at an affordable price, at last year's Massachusetts 
Library Association conference, and the Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Library purchased one for the library. 

"I know the Plumb Library in Rochester already 
has one through the program called Cornerstones of 
Science," Pizzolato said. "The Aldrich Astronomical 
Society makes these telescopes available to libraries.... 
[They] purchased the telescope on our behalf and adapted 
it to make it more user-friendly." 

On Tuesday night, the library held a program to 
introduce patrons young and old to the new telescope. 

John Root, coordinator of the Adopt-a-Library 
program, covered the basics of how to use it, while Jim 
Zebrowski, current president of the Aldrich Astronomical 
Society and "Solar System Ambassador," built up 
enthusiasm for what you can see with it. 

The telescope may be compact - it only weighs 14 
pounds - but it packs a punch. 

"It's very capable of seeing the rings around 
Saturn," Zebrowski said.

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The telescope 
comes with two 
eyepieces, but the Aldrich 
Astrological Society had 
them replaced with a 
single variable-power 
eyepiece to make it easier 
to use - and harder to 
damage. 

When you check 
out the telescope, it is 
packed in a plastic tote 
along with a copy of the 
National Audubon Society 
Field Guide to the Night 
Sky and an instruction 
manual, which Zebrowski 
recommends reading 
ahead of time so that you 
don't find yourself in your backyard, in the dark, trying to 
figure out how to use it. 

Not that using it sounds terribly complicated. You 
switch on the "EZ finder," which helps you locate what 
you want to look at - Saturn, for example - which you 
would then look at through the eyepiece. Everything is 
clearly labeled, and everything is tethered or Velcro-ed in 
place. 

The Aldrich Astrological Society also donated a 
copy of The Total Sky watcher's Manual to the library. 

"The goal (of the telescope) is really for people 
not to be intimidated by astronomy," Pizzolato said. 
"Because it's very easy, it's pretty simple to have a 'wow' 
moment." 

Down the road, Pizzolato plans to offer more 
library programs and bring in some astronomers to keep 
library patrons interested. 

Mattapoisett residents with an adult library card 
can check the telescope out of the library for one week.

the most dominant by observation and reputation in this 
country, although it is slightly smaller than the Eurasian 
eagle owl far across the pond. 

Nevertheless, the great horned owl is big enough 
to challenge our national bald eagle when they clash 
over territorial domain. According to actual reports, the 
subsequent outcome can go either way, depending on 
which one gets the best grip on the other. 

If there is the presence of a great horned owl 
near you, it may be heard in early evening, usually by 



four subsequent guttural hoots that, if translated into our 
language, may sound like ''Hear me so near, to fear, and 
beware." 

The owl's fearsome reputation ranks it as the only 
one to reportedly do-in a human being who was trying 
to rob its nest to captivate fledglings, the victim suffering 
mortal slashes from razor sharp talons. If this did happen, 
the nest would be guarded as in my illustration by both 
dedicated parents always on protective watch. 

The female is always a constant dedicated 
matriarch, and the male a frequent arrival with sustenance 
of his latest kill including mammals, reptiles, bats, or 
other birds. 

When aroused, they lean forward and lay back 
the tufts as well as the horns on their ears, like the devil

himself, from which they get their name. 

The dish-like expression and shape of their face 
that only a mother could love is purposely endowed by 
the Creator to catch even the slightest sound and funnel 
it to the extended ear sockets on either side of the head. 
They act like opposing range finders with an almost 
radar-like accuracy of a reflected signal blip. This permits 
an instant and accurate location of both distance and 
direction. 

As their eyesight is poor and mainly fixed 
forward, the great horned owl can instantly turn its head 
from one side to the other, amazingly as much as 270 
degrees for immediate direction and distant focus. 

Unlike other diurnal hunters of the species that

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operate both day and night, this horned raptor can only 
function in darkness, to be rarely seen at all. If it should be 
still around briefly at daybreak, it may be found perched 
on an observation platform of a fence post at the edge of 
a clearing. This might be the expanses of cranberry bog 
clearings or searching Land Trust trails crossing fields, or 
hedgerows near convenient conifer coverts. 

If temporarily exposed to the light of day, their 
perception is almost completely limited by capacity of 
audible over visual - the opposite of humans just getting 
out of bed. 

As the dawning footlights of the coming day 
begin to raise the curtain of the morning's orchestrated 
performance, the owl will soon move into the more 
comfortable shadows of his domain. Just as darkness 
is but a rotating shadow of the sun upon the face of 
mother Earth, this ending by the planetary shadow in the 
heavens will later lead a repeat of his domain, even for the 
nocturnal vision of a wise old great horned owl.

When Christopher Kimble desserted -1 mean 
deserted - PBS's Cook's Country Kitchen to travel the 
world in search of something much more than a good 
baked mac-n-cheese using Vermont cheddar exclusively, 

I followed him over to Milk Street. Alas, I find his 
new group of chefs a bit too prickly pear for this gal. 
Simmering prunes into a reduction thinned with whiskey 
to make a cake glaze, for instance, seems like a waste of 
good booze. Staying with Kimble a bit longer, I do like 
his radio collaboration with Sara Moulton - she can put 
together plain cooking with a flame-broiled flare that 
families would actually eat. 

But backing up a little to give you the flavor and 
texture of my culinary evolution, it all really began when I 
married Paul and found in him a taste-tester whose palate 
was not easily offended, except possibly by hot chilies.

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changes weren't enough, given his family's history So, 
"thanks," he told me, but then asked if I could add in a 
little meat soon.

Regional Rise of Hepatitis B

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
issued an advisory last Friday cautioning municipal 
health agents about a rise in hepatitis B outbreaks in our 
region. 

The DPH says the increased transmission is 
associated with injection drug use in Southeastern 
Massachusetts and is related to the ongoing substance 
abuse epidemic. 

"The MDPH has observed an increase in the 
number of cases of acute hepatitis B virus (HBV) infection 
reported in the Bristol County area," states the advisory. 
"The MDPH asks healthcare providers to increase 
vigilance for acute HBV infection in patients who report 
current or recent injection drug use." 

Kathleen Downey, public health nurse for the 
Town of Marion, said that although the uptick in cases 
in Bristol County is of a concern to her given the close 
proximity to Tri-Town, what also concerns her is the 
similar uptick in cases on the South Coast, which should 
be a concern to the residents she serves in Marion. 

"Whether we are willing to acknowledge it or not, 
there is a fair number of people in our community who 
are suffering intravenous drug addiction," said Downey 
over the phone on Tuesday, January 16. 

It was just last week, Downey said, that she was 
informing the Board of Health about a rise in hepatitis 
B infection in the area. Three days later, she received the 
advisory from the state. 

There were 32 confirmed acute HBV cases in 2017, 
a 78% increase over the annual average. Twenty-two of 
the cases were individuals known to inject drugs and / or

had tested positive for the hepatitis C virus. Most of the 
individuals are in their 30s and 40s and were likely not to 
have been vaccinated as children, the advisory states. 

''That's definitely an uptick in the number of 
cases," Downey said. "Whenever we see an incident of 
some particular disease increasing, you want to find a 
way to resolve it, especially when we've worked so hard 
to eradicate it." 

Babies are now routinely vaccinated against 
hepatitis B, but those who are roughly age 25 and older 
may be at risk for the disease because they have not yet 
been vaccinated. The DPH advised health care providers 
to provide the vaccination to patients who may be 
susceptible to transmission of the virus, especially to 
patients that have reported injection drug abuse. 

Hepatitis B is a viral infection that attacks the 
liver, increasing the chances of developing liver failure, 
liver cancer, or cirrhosis of the liver. It is spread through 
contact with blood or other bodily fluids of an infected 
person. The virus can live up to seven days outside the 
body and is commonly spread through the sharing of 
needles. 

During the acute infection phase, most people 
experience no symptoms at all. Some people do 
experience acute illness for weeks, with symptoms such 
as jaundice, dark urine, extreme fatigue, vomiting, and 
pain in the abdomen. 

About 5% of adults infected will develop a

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chronic infection, while 20-30% of those suffering chronic 
infection will develop cirrhosis or liver cancer. 

The World Health Organization says transmission 
can also occur through sexual contact, dental and surgical 
procedures, tattooing, or the use of razors that have been 
exposed to blood of a hepatitis B-infected person. 

According to the WHO, hepatitis B is a global 
health problem, with an estimated 256 million people 
living with the hepatitis B infection. 

The vaccine was first introduced in 1984 and is 
believed to be 95% effective in preventing infection. 

''The bottom line is people just need to be aware," 
Downey said.

On January 16, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
voted to close the warrant, and Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson explained the expenses and situation 
surrounding the boiler breakdown. 

On January 2, the heating system at the Marion 
Town House went caput, prompting the installation 
of a temporary diesel-run one million BTU external 
heat generator to warm the Town House offices ''at a 
reasonable temperature," as Dawson put it. The cost of 
that solution, said Dawson, quickly became "prohibiting." 

According to Dawson, the temporary heating 
system has been guzzling 700 gallons of fuel every week, 
and the cost for the contractor to remotely monitor the 
fuel levels so the generator does not run out has come at 
an additional price. 

To save on temporary heating costs, which is 
included in the $158,460 Special Town Meeting request. 
Facilities Director Shawn Cormier is exploring alternative 
ways to buy fuel and also monitor fuel usage, since there 
will not be a permanent solution to the temporary setback 
for some time. 

"We've been hammering away at trying to nail 
the expenses down," Dawson said. "We think we'll get 
that worked out in the next day or so, and think that that 
will reduce the costs significantly." 

The cost for the new heating system will be 
roughly $96,000, said Dawson, with the remainder of the 
$158,000 article request covering the cost of the temporary 
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heater. 

Unfortunately, though, the needed parts for the 
new heater will not be available for another three to four 
weeks, Dawson added, and it will take another three to 
four weeks for the installation. 

Dawson thanked the employees at the Town 
House for their patience and endurance of the random 
fire alarms (due to rising heat into the second floor) that 
send workers evacuating the building into the cold, the 
sometimes less-than-ideal temperature inside offices, and 
the steady scent of diesel wafting throughout the Town 
House. 

'Tt's been challenging," said Dawson. "Fd be 
remiss if I didn't take the opportunity to thank all of the 
employees. It has been literally up and down in terms of 
the heat, or lack thereof." 

Planning Board member Jennifer Francis and 
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Town Planner Gil Hilario presented the selectmen with 
a draft of the Complete Streets Program document 
developed by the Planning Board's Transportation and 
Circulation Committee. 

The Complete Streets Program is a state program 
that assists municipalities in funding improvements to 
local roads, sidewalks, and multi-use pathways in the 
form of grants. 

"The first step in being able to take part is to 
submit this document," said Francis, which must include 
Marion-specific information about the community - 
elements such as Marion being a coastal community and 
all that that entails with storm preparedness, floods, etc., 
among other things such as electric cars. 

"It doesn't commit us to do anything," said 
Francis. "It basically starts the process for Marion to 
participate in the program." 

There are currently 179 municipalities 
participating in the Complete Streets Program that aligns 
the guidelines of the Mass Department of Transportation 
and the Commonwealth while cities and towns pursue 
roadway projects, said Hilario. 

The program offers up to $400,000 annually, said 
Hilario, "And it's a good program because you could 
apply ... [for projects as] simple as a bike rack, bike lane, 
or if you want something more complex ... like traffic 
signals." 

The program requires the Town to set up a 
committee to oversee the Complete Streets Program, 
and Hilario said the new Transportation and Circulation 
Committee would qualify as such a committee. 

Routes 105 and 6 - roads under state oversight - 
are exempt from funding made available to the Town of 
Marion through the Complete Streets Program. 

"Sounds exciting," said Selectman Steve 
Gonsalves. 

The selectmen had only just received a copy 
of the draft policy, so the matter was taken under 
advisement and a vote would be taken at the next 
meeting. 

Also during the meeting, Betsy Dunn was 
appointed as cemetery commissioner and Police 


Chief John Garcia was appointed as constable of the 
Town of Marion, keeper of the lockup, and emergency 
management director. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 6 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

New Septic Systems For A New Year 

Rochester Conservation Commission

As home sales continue to be robust throughout 
the Tri-Town area, engineering firms are busy working 
for clients who have to address the condition of existing 
septic systems. With Wetlands Protection Act regulations 
prompting careful review of systems that may have 
reached their peak of efficiency decades ago, newer 
standards mandate upgrades. 

And so, on January 16, as the majority of the 
community was enjoying the warmth of hearth and home, 
the Rochester Conservation Commission was handling 
two hearings dealing with septic system upgrades. 

First up was Chris Capone of S & K Engineering, 
representing Ronald Oliveria of Acushnet for property 
located at 14 Mattapoisett Road. The existing subsurface 
sewage disposal system is proposed to be replaced with 
a 1,500-gallon septic tank, 1,000-gallon lift station, and 
leaching area within the 200-foot riverfront area - a 
jurisdictional location. 

Capone said the majority of the work would be 
taking place in the 200-foot area - an improvement over 
where the existing system is positioned just 50 feet from 
protected areas. He said the Title 5 compliant system 
will have about a 20-year lifespan for the two-bedroom 
residence it will serve. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon informed the 
commission that she had reviewed all delineations and 
that it was a good filing making a bad situation better. She 
said the property is currently in the process of being sold. 

Commission member Daniel Gagne asked about 
the possibility that the septic system could be tied into 
any existing or future emergency generator power. 

While the commissioners did believe they could 
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not mandate the installation of generator power, they 
decided to condition their negative Determination of 
Applicability to include that option, if available. 

Also coming before the commission was Darren 
Michaelis, Foresight Engineering, representing Sonia 
Amaral of 28 Snows Pond Road. Amaral is the new owner 
of the property. 

The Notice of Intent filing was intentional, 
Michaelis said, indicating he wanted to ensure his client 
understood the restrictions and requirements for any 
alterations within jurisdictional areas. The property 
contains a 100-foot buffer zone abutting cranberry bogs. 

Michaelis said the new system will replace a 
failed septic and that a MassDEP number had been 
received, as well as notification from Natural Heritage 
that wildlife would not be negatively affected. 

The commission issued an Order of Conditions 
allowing the project to advance. 

In other business, Farinon said that the Rochester 
Finance Committee, also meeting on this night, would be 
reviewing the commission's request for new fee structures 
and that the Board of Selectmen had agreed with the plan 
in a previous meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for February 6 at 7:00 pm in the 
town hall meeting room. 

Front Street Wetlands Slated for Restoration 

Marion Conservation Commission

Ann Severance of 20 Front Street has begun the 
process of rectifying a list of violations of the Order of 
Conditions the Marion Conservation Commission issued 
in 2002. Severance has hired wetlands scientist Brandon 
Faneuf to devise a wetlands restoration plan, and Faneuf 
spoke before the commission on January 10 looking for 
direction before undertaking the project. 

The discussion was an informal one, but with 
Severance present in the audience, Faneuf attempted 
to move the conversation past what happened at the 
site while contractors and landscapers performed work 
outside the scope of the permit. 

"Fm here to hopefully start again, fresh with me 
on the job," said Faneuf, who has visited the site and now 
has the Enforcement Order the commission issued some 
weeks ago. 

Faneuf was tasked with drafting a restoration 
plan by December 27, but had only recently been hired to 
review the information during the holidays. He "humbly" 
asked for an extension until February 14, which was 
granted. 

"Plantings aren't going to be going in any time 
soon, assuming that is part of the plan," said acting 
Chairman Jeffrey Doubrava. "I have no problem with 
that." 

Faneuf will have to consult with G.A.F. 


Engineering, the firm that devised the plan of record in 
the original Order of Conditions. 

"We're looking for not only areas that were 
altered on the site to be restored, but the final approved 
plans laid out what should be out there," said commission 
member Shaun Walsh. "And the commission identified a 
number of areas where there are apparent deviations from 
that final Order of Conditions and final approved plans." 

Walsh continued, "We're looking to make 
sure that the permit is followed, and any areas where 
there has been something constructed or altered that is 
different from the plan of record should be identified, 
and proposed corrections should be submitted to the 
commission." 

Some of those details, however, won't be easily 
remedied. For example, one of the corners of the house 
was built "a little off" from where it was proposed on the 
plan. 

The commission agreed that it wouldn't be 
feasible to have someone move a house, "But things 
that can be corrected and should be corrected should be 
identified," said Walsh. 

One example would be the driveway, which 
Walsh said should have been pervious. It appears, 
however, that the driveway was paved with asphalt and 
then covered with stone. 

"Oh, that's interesting," said Faneuf. 

The Conservation Commission already has a 
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''pretty thick file" on the property and abutting properties 
as well. Walsh recommended that Faneuf come by the 
Conservation Department office and review the file. 

Some abutters had gone through the permitting 
process for invasive species in some wetlands on their 
properties, yet some of the work done on Severance's 
property was the cutting back of invasives without a 
permit. 

If the idea was to go in and remove invasives, as 
Severance's neighbor to the south did after Conservation 
Commission approval, said Walsh, "This wasn't a foreign 
concept to [Severance]." 

Walsh was critical of the landscaper, who he said 
should have had enough experience to know that work 
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within jurisdictional wetlands is not allowed without 
following an Order of Conditions." 

"One doesn't just go in under the interest of 
removing invasive species ... [and] cut... seed, and 
compost," said Walsh. "That is clearly an activity that 
altered a jurisdictional wetlands area." 

Faneuf said that in addition to restoring the 
wetlands that were altered, the intent would be to seek 
permission to control invasive vegetation, as well. 

The commission continued the discussion until 
February 14, when at that time it would review Faneuf's 
draft restoration plan. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
issued an Order of Conditions to the Town of Marion 
Department of Public Works for the construction of a 
water main on County Road between Point Road and 
Blackmore Pond Road and the installation of a meter 
vault. 

The water main will service the Town of Wareham 
as an emergency event water supply and will be funded 
by the Town of Wareham. 

The hearing was continued from December 
27 to allow for one last abutter to be properly notified. 
Although the notification was sent via certified mail to the 
abutter on December 29, a certified mail receipt was never 
received. 

"So you have evidence that you mailed it to 
them," said Walsh. "It doesn't require that they actually 
sign for it, and you did get the green card back, which 
typically happens." 

Walsh and the commission believed that the 
notification attempt complied with the legal requirements, 
despite proof of receipt. 

"Otherwise, we'll be held hostage," said Hartley 

In other matters, Doubrava said, as the 
representative of the Conservation Commission at the 
table of the recently formed Stewards of Open Space 
Committee, he would be visiting and inspecting 13 town 
properties either under the ownership of the Conservation 
Commission or properties to which the commission holds 
conservation restrictions. 

Some of the properties, Doubrava said, are 
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relatively easy to access, but a few of them - specifically 
10 parcels at Aucoot Cove and one off Point Road - are 
not going to be easy to traverse. 

Doubrava said the site inspections are part of a 
joint effort of the Stewards of Open Space Committee, 
which will result in a detailed map of all Marion 
recreational and conservation properties and those 
entities that currently oversee them. 

Annual inspections by each overseeing entity will 
ensue once the inventory is completed. 

The commission continued the public hearing 
for Matthew Messina's Request for Determination of 
Applicability pertaining to the repair of 30 feet of a rip¬ 
rap seawall and the filling in of sink holes, which have 
formed due to problems with the seawall at 98 Moorings 
Road. The commission asked that Messina add an 
additional flag to the site to mark out where the actual 
work would be occurring. The hearing was continued 
until January 24. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 24 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 


King To Remain Chairman 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The first meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission in 2018 was held on January 
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8, and the first order of business undertaken by 
commissioners Chapman Dickerson, Chris Nicolosi, 
and Jon Jacobson was to reorganize the commission and 
reinstate Michael King as chairman. "I appreciate the vote 
of confidence," King told the group. 

The conservation commissioners have all been 
recently appointed, with King presently being the most 
senior member. 

Then it was on to the business at hand - Requests 
for Determination of Applicability and Certificates of 
Compliance. 

First up was a RDA filed by Brian and Kerri 
Gagnon, 4 Holly Street, for a new Title 5 septic system 
to be constructed in the flood zone. Engineer Carmelo 
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Nicolosi of Charon & Associates described the system 
that will employ an Eljen sand filter process that provides 
a second tier of treatment and is approved by the 
Department of Environmental Protection. The project 
received a Negative 2 determination (no Notice of Intent 
required) with notice to the Conservation Agent Elizabeth 
Leidhold. 

Next came a RDA from Bruce Clay, 10 Pine 
Road, also receiving a Negative 2 determination for the 
installation of two concrete footings for a deck extension. 

Alan Ewing, engineer representing Gingras 
Nominee Trust in care of Carol Lawrence for property 
located off Randall Road, received a Negative 3 
determination for a RDA that will allow the construction 
of a roadway for the establishment of a two-lot 
subdivision. 

Louis Klein, Jr., 7 Oakland Street, and Douglas 
Peck, 33 Antassawamock Road, were both represented 
by David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider& Associates 
who also filed RDAs. 

Klein sought and received conditional approval 
of wetland delineations with no additional requests at this 
time. Leidhold's in-field review established an additional 
flag along the wetlands line that Davignon will add to a 
revised plan of record before receiving final approval. 

Peck's project included the removal of an existing 
deck between his residence and a freestanding garage 
for the purpose of constructing a larger deck and second- 
story addition that will unite the two structures. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering represented 
Lisa Clark, Holly Woods Road, for a Certificate of 
Completion request that was long in the making. Grady 
said that due to the age of the "after-the-fact" Mass 
DEP enforcement filing related to the construction of a 
driveway on the property, he had to rely on documents 
submitted by the state office to confirm completion of 
required remediation sites. Grady also said that he made 
a site visit and that in his estimation it confirmed that the 
remediation had been completed. The commission was 
satisfied with Grady's presentation and approved the 
issuance of the Certificate of Compliance. 

Continued until January 22 were a RDA filed by 
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David Dunn, Fresh Pond, for the construction of a floating 
osprey platform and a previously continued Notice of 
Intent filing by Dennis Arsenault for the construction of 
a driveway and two-lot subdivision at the end of Snow 
Field Road. 

Continued until February 26 was a Certificate of 
Compliance request filed by Gabriel Estrela, 48A Shore 
Drive. 

Due to a potential scheduling conflict, the 
commission voted to hold only one Conservation 
Commission meeting in February. The conflict was noted 
to arise from the possible scheduling of a special town 
meeting to determine if voters are in favor of a temporary 
moratorium for the rollout of adult use marijuana that is 
planned statewide on March 1. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for January 22 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 


School Budget Increase Considered Modest

So far, as the budget subcommittee gears up for 
fiscal year 2019, the Sippican School budget for next year 
is up just slightly above 2%, as discussed by the Marion 
School Committee during its January 10 meeting. 

School Committee member Kate Floudelette, who 
is also a member of the budget subcommittee, introduced 
the 2.19% increase to the committee as 'Very minor." 

The budget includes the tuition for Bristol 
County Agricultural Fligh School, for which previously 
only two students were budgeted to attend. This budget 
accommodates a third student from Marion who plans to 
attend Bristol Aggie next year. 

Also included in the budget is a .2 position 
addition to a part-time physical education/health teacher, 
which would bring the position up to full-time and the 
total number of full-time physical education/health 
teachers up to two. 

The budget also accommodates a .4 part-time 
integrated technology teacher position to advance their 
computer skills in alignment with the standardized 
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testing that is now taken online. 

''There are some standards that we have to meet 
that are already being created in Mattapoisett," said 
Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet. 

Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
announced the total budget sat currently at $6,058,000, 
which is up $121,000 from fiscal year 2018. 

School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini 
thanked Director of Student Services Michael Nelson for 
his role in reining in the Special Education budget by 
providing 99% of required services in-house as opposed 
to out of district. 

"That should be a point of pride," said Marcolini. 
"That's great." 

Superintendent Doug White said circuit breaker 
funds - that is, funds from the Commonwealth that 
reimburse school districts for special education services in 
"severe cases of need," as White put it - will be lower this 
year than last year. 

"The percentage coming back to the district is 
lower than it has been in the past," said White. "You 
should also be aware of that and concerned about that..." 

White continued, "It all has to do with what's 
happening in Washington [D.C.] and how they're 
addressing education funding." 

In other matters, the committee accepted a 
donation of $30,000 from an anonymous donor. 

"On behalf of all the children at Sippican, we say 
'Thank you,'" said Marcolini. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for February 28 at 6:30 pm at 
Sippican School.

The team's 1-2 start in the early going was 
responded with a 5-1 tear. And while most teams go 
through some level of a rough patch during the course 
of a season, a high bar was set for these Jake Jason-led 
Cougars, which they now are meeting much more easily. 

"I've been asked a lot about the 'slow start,"' 

Old Colony coach Matt Trahan said. "The ball bounces a 
certain way sometimes. We've been in every game. Lost 
to Diman by two. The Case game was a fantastic game; I 
wish we had more gas in the tank in the fourth quarter. 
The other one was by a close margin, as well." 

Trahan continued, "(We) try to stay upbeat, try 
to stay positive. I think we're gelling. And in those two 
games, minus the Case game, we could easily be 8-1." 

Growing pains are to be expected with important 
pieces from the previous year's team graduating and 
roles changing across the board. Seems like that's all the 
Cougars went through in the early going. All they needed 
was a little time to mesh. 

"I just feel like they're gelling," Trahan said. 
"You're starting to see the extra pass. We're not forcing 
the issue. It's more fluid than earlier in the season when 
we'd play a little tight. I think we've got confidence in 
ourselves, and they're really playing good right now." 

The development of the team's identity has given 
the chance for players to take on greater roles. While Jason 
continues to not only lead his team in scoring (23.6 points 
per game), he's also one of the area's most prolific scorers, 
remaining the team's constant. 
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Then if you look at the win over Norfolk Aggie, 
Jeff Betchold scored 11, and Hunter Soares and Ben 
Maurer both had 10. Although that wasn't one of Zach 
Soucy's best scoring nights, scoring five, he's been the 
team's second best scorer this season, regularly finishing 
in the double-digits. 

"Zach (Soucy) is playing some real inspired 
basketball," Trahan said. "He's been playing great. 
Defensively, he usually picks up their best player, but he's 
also scoring as well. Jeff Betchold has been in the double 
digits. And he's just kind of that dirty dog inside. He's 
not looking for the ball, but he's looking to rebound - and 
he'll get his points off that rebound." 

There's a lot of season left, with all games being 
'must-win' if Old Colony plans to win the conference. 
There are two opponents that this team has circled on the 
calendar though - South Shore and Upper Cape. 

"There's so much emphasis on those games 
because the league kind of rides on them," Trahan said. "I 
think the other coaches would agree that any one of our 
gyms to play in is a tough venue. When you go to Upper 
Cape, it's going to be a physical battle and whatnot. South 
Shore is an older gym. And then ours, when you get the 
crowd involved, it's kind of electric in there. So every 
venue is a little different, but I think everybody struggles. 

"And the coaches prepare. We all know each 
other; we all know what's going to happen. Your kids just 
have to rise to the occasion." 
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The girls' basketball also continues to have 
success, improving to 7-1 (1-0 Mayflower Small) after 
winning 43-29 over Norfolk Aggie. Abby Cioper led the 
Cougars with 18 in the win. 

Old Rochester Regional 
Bob Hohne recorded his 600*^ career win as head 
coach of Old Rochester girls' basketball after the Bulldogs 
beat Fairhaven 44-24. Hohne became the ninth basketball 
coach - both boys and girls - to win 600 or more games. 

Cassidy Yeomans led the Bulldogs in their 
seventh win of the year with 13 points, while Meg Horan 
was right with her, scoring 12. 

Win 601 for Hohne came against Nauset, who'd 
yet to be beaten this season until Old Rochester took 
control with a 48-45 win. Yeomans was even more electric 
in this one, scoring 23. Horan remained consistent as the 
team's second leading scorer, finishing with 12 points.

Two Bald Eagles began to circle the 
barge, as I watched with binoculars they headed toward 
Acushnet, and I wanted to see if they had a nest but lost 
sight of them in the trees. In the afternoon, I noticed a 
large bird flying along the tree line and then landing on a 
utility pole. With my binoculars, I could see that it was an 
immature eagle since it had no white head or tail, so there 
has to be a nest. Things are looking up.

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's 
historic homes and buildings. The survey was funded 
one-half by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half 
by the Massachusetts Historical Commission. Because 
of the limits of funding, not all of the historic buildings 
were surveyed, but over 100 were catalogued and 
photographed. The results of the survey are in digital 
form on the 
Massachusetts 
Historical 
Commission's 
website and in 
four binders in 
the Sippican 
Historical 
Society's office 
(and at the 
Marion Town 
Clerk's office). 

Marion is one of the oldest towns in the United States, 
and the Sippican Historical Society maintains an extensive 
collection of documentation on its historic buildings. The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building 
a week so that the residents of Marion can understand 
more about its unique historical architecture. This second 
installment features 304 Front Street. 

The home at 304 Front Street in the Old Landing 
area of Marion was built in 1859 for shipbuilder David 
Hathaway. It ranks among the town's most substantial 
Greek revival residences and illustrates not only Marion's 
mid-19*^ century maritime prosperity, but also Old 
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Landing's status as the home of sea captains. Hathaway 
built coastal schooners at his wharf. These schooners 
were an important part of Marion's economy. The coastal 
schooners carried salt to towns between Nova Scotia and 
the Carolinas. In fact, the operators of Marion's coastal 
schooners named the town after Revolutionary War hero 
Francis Marion (known by the nickname "Swamp Fox") 
of South Carolina, whose exploits in that area became well 
known to Marion mariners.

Marion Planning Board Public Hearing 

On Monday, February 5, the Marion Planning 
Board will hold a Public Hearing in the Town House 
conference room, 2 Spring Street, at 7:10 pm for an 
informational presentation concerning ''An Act to 
Ensure Safe Access to Marijuana" and the necessity for a 
Temporary Moratorium. 

On November 8, 2016, Massachusetts voters 
approved Question 4 legalizing the adult use of marijuana 
and the sale of marijuana in retail establishments. On 
July 28, 2017, Governor Baker signed the General Court's 
revised law on the subject entitled, "An Act to Ensure Safe 
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Access to Marijuana" (the "Act"), adopted as Chapter 
55 of the Acts of 2017 which addresses the retail sales of 
marijuana for adult use (new M.G.L. c. 94G, Regulation 
of the Use and Distribution of Marijuana Not Medically 
Prescribed). 

The law, which allows certain personal use 
and possession of marijuana, took effect December 15, 
2016 and requires a Cannabis Control Commission to 
issue regulations regarding the licensing of commercial 
activities by March 15, 2018 and to begin accepting 
applications for licenses no later than April 1, 2018. 
Currently under Marion's Zoning Bylaw, an "Adult Use 
Marijuana Establishment," as defined in M.G.L. c. 94G, 

§1, is not specifically addressed in the Zoning Bylaw. 
Regulations to be promulgated by the Cannabis Control 
Commission may provide guidance on certain aspects of 
local regulation of "Adult Use Marijuana Establishments" 
including: legal, planning, and public safety issues. The 
Town of Marion needs time to study and consider the 
regulation of "Adult Use Marijuana Establishments," 
address the potential impact of state regulations on local

Signature Move. Starring Fawzia Mirza and Sari 
Sanchez. Directed by Jennifer Reeder. Running 
time: 79 minutes. No MPA A rating. On streaming 
video-on-demand platforms starting February 9. 

If you feel like registering a gentle complaint 
about the current leadership, you could do worse 
than Signature Move, a lesbian dramedy about the 
maybe-sort-of-something between a Pakistani- 
American immigration lawyer and a Mexican- 
American bookstore clerk. Zaynab (co-writer/co¬ 
producer Fawzia Mirza) meets Alma (Sari Sanchez) 
at a friendly bar; they drink, dance, and fall into 
bed. The proudly out Alma would like the fling 
to become something more. Zaynab, fairly tightly 
closeted, isn't sure; she keeps her sexuality from 
her recently widowed mother (Shabana Azmi), who 
spends her days sitting in Zaynab's apartment, 
watching Pakistani soap operas and spying on 
passersby with her binoculars. 

The script, by Mirza and Lisa Donato, is 
neatly assembled. The soap operas (Alma speaks 
in praise of telenovelas too) as well as a seemingly 
discordant note — female lucha libre wrestling 
— form part of the movie's theme about acting, 
pretending, lying. It's maybe a little too much of 
a coincidence that Zaynab takes wrestling lessons 
from a client (as payment for Zaynab's legal 
services) and then meets and beds the daughter of 
a once-famed, now-retired luchadora. But I didn't 
mind, because metaphorically it's sound — the 
universe is conspiring to show Zaynab in ways 
painfully emotional and physical that she has to stop 
acting. 

Director Jennifer Reeder, an indie-film 
veteran, keeps Signature Move bubbling atop a low 
flame, occasionally turning up the heat when the 
lovers enjoy each other (always clothed — save 
for a couple of words, this could be a PG film). It's 
assured work from a filmmaker who values human- 
scaled awkward comedy over grand passion; the 
movie itself could have been handled as a soap 


opera, but Reeder disdains cheese (this is most 
welcome during the climax, at a lucha libre event). 

The women are agreeably paired: the warm and 
fleshy Sanchez matches up amusingly with the 
angular, neurotic Mirza, whose short swept-up hair 
and stoic default expression give her a resemblance 
to the young, imperious Camille Paglia. 

One odd motif is the concept of a human 
being "coming out of" another human, the unlikely 
link mothers and daughters have despite deceiving 
looks. It also neatly sums up the dichotomous feeling 
many modern LGBT folks have when trying to 
reconcile their heritage with their sexuality. Sooner 
or later Zaynab has to move on past her mother, and 
so on. Signature Move packs a lot under a relatively 
small hood; the film weighs in at a slender hour 
and fifteen minutes, and sometimes feels like an 
extended pilot for a Pakistani-American lesbian New 
Girl. Join Zaynab, her girlfriend Alma, and their zany 
friends and family every week on NBC! Certainly 
there are worse things to say of a film than that we'd 
gladly spend more hours with its characters. 

That's probably more a result of the charm 
of the actors (I especially liked Audrey Francis as 
Zaynab's wrestling coach, sort of an Illeana Douglas 
with biceps) than a reflection of the filmmakers' 
goals here. Signature Move is short, but sticks around 
exactly as long as it needs to in order to make its 
point about the courage of declaring oneself (or one's 
self). The abbreviated length also means we don't 
have to wallow in the lovers' temporary misery for 
very long. The movie is a perfectly pleasant bonbon 
for its target audience and its allies, and likely poison 
to those who don't care for Pakistanis, Mexicans, 
gays, or women. 
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Mid-Winter Owl Prowl 

Are you fascinated by owls? Do you enjoy a good 
old-fashioned New England winter morning, especially 
before sunrise? If so, join Lloyd Center Research Associate 
Jamie Bogart on this outing scheduled during hours of 
peak owl activity Owls are mysterious and fascinating 
creatures that become more vocal as they establish nesting 
territories across an otherwise quiet winter landscape. 
Screech, great horned, and barred owls are all resident 
species possibly encountered in the woods of Dartmouth. 

Using the Lloyd Center property and other local 
stops, participants will venture onto woodland trails in 
an attempt to attract, hear, and see owls. At sunrise, you'll 
enjoy an invigorating walk along a pristine coastal beach 
in search of other winter birds such as waterfowl, raptors, 
and with luck, a wandering snowy owl. 

Back at the Lloyd Center, warm up with some 
coffee and enjoy an encounter with Koko, the Lloyd 
Center's resident screech owl. Since seeing a wild owl is 
never a guarantee, this is an added bonus. 

Participants should bring (if available) binoculars, 
camera, and flashlight, and wear footwear for light 
walking on forest trails, and possibly snow. (Note: stormy 
weather or excessively windy conditions will cause 
postponement). 

Led by Jamie Bogart, the Mid-Winter Owl 
Prowl will take place on Sunday, February 11 from 
3:30 - 8:00 am (willingness to carpool if needed much 
appreciated). Inclement weather date is Sunday, February 
18. Participants will meet in the lower parking lot of the 
Lloyd Center for the Environment's Hardscrabble Nature 
Preserve located at 430 Potomska Road in Dartmouth. 

This event is $15 for Lloyd Center members and $19 for 
non-members. 

Pre-registration for the Mid-Winter Owl Prowl is 
required by Friday, February 9 at 4:00 pm.

Twenty-five years ago, a visionary group of local 
residents had a big idea: to swim 1.2 miles across outer 
New Bedford Harbor to raise awareness and funds for 
clean water in Buzzards Bay That year, 17 swimmers 
raised $2,000 at the very first Buzzards Bay Swim, hosted 
by the Buzzards Bay Coalition.

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Marion Music Hall 

As part of the on-going effort to upgrade 
the Marion Music Hall, the Board of Selectmen has 
unanimously approved new Guidelines and Rental Fees. 
With the Council on Aging having now moved to the 
renovated Veteran's Hall on Route 6, there are increased 
rental opportunities at the Hall as well. 

This historic masterpiece was the gift of Elizabeth 
Sprague Pitcher Taber whose vision was that Marion 
and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances. It was constructed in 1891 for 
$23,000. Through the years, it has been a favored venue 
for town committee meetings and parties, for concerts and 
musicals, and for private events including weddings and 
parties. Mrs. Taber also had the vision to build the Town 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Stone Chapel 
at the Congregational Church, and Tabor Academy, 
originally founded to educate girls and boys of Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses. While the rate structure has changed, the 
rates remain among the most competitive in Marion and 
surrounding towns. Local couples will be hard pressed to 
find such a great wedding venue on a weekend for as low 
as $600. (Bookings made before September 1, 2017 will 
honor the original rental fees.)

vitamins and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail 
store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
